Washington, May 17.— Tba Japanese 
cruiser Miyako baa been sunk by a 
Russian mine. This statement Is mad« 

In an offic ial dispatch to the Japanese 
letatlon here from Toklo as follows: 

"Adm. Kataol<a reports that on May 
14 our torpedo boat flotlU* contlnuo^ 
1^ M«rawe«ping operatloaa trader eoT< 
6r of tbe fleet. The enemy construct- 
ed temporary batteries on the promon- 
tory between Kerr bay and Talien 
Wan and placed six field guns, besides 
a liaatlljr coostraeted fort With one 
company of aoldlera thay atobbomly 
resisted our attack. 

"Our torpedo flotilla, defying the en- 
emy's fire, carried out the operations 
and destroyed five mines laid by the 
enen^y. Unfortunately one of the 
mines exploded and sank our cruiser 
Mlyaka. In this accident six men 
were wounded, besides the two who 
were killed during the fight." 

St. Petersburg, May 17. — Oiylng to 
tbe interruption of communication 
With Port Arthur, the admiralty has 
no Information of its own either re- 
garding the blowinK uii of the Japan- 
ese cruiser Miyako on May 15 or the 
torpedoing and cri^iling of an armor- 
ed Japanese cruiser in Talien Wan 
bay May 10 by a naphtha launch In 
command of a young Ruaalan naval 
officer. The admiralty officers read 
with intereet the press account of the 
former and point pd out that by no 
chance could the two hapi>enlngs be 
. Identical alnca the Miyako atruck In 
daylight and the other event la report- 
ed as happening at nrgur' The admi- 
ralty, while awaiting news of either 
Incident, points out the feasibility of 
the launch exploit, since the equip- 
nent for sending torpedoes frofai 
small boats, an Invention of tbo late 
Adm. Makaroff, was utilized in the 
Ruspo-Turklsh war. Whether one or 
two Japanese ships have been crip- 
pl«l. satisfaction i.s expressed at the 
admiralty that there has been some 
equivalent for the disasters to the 
Port Arthur fleet 

The Orel arrived Monday at Oon- 
fladt, making the third battleship of 
the squadron destined for the far east 
which has arrived there to receive an 
equipment of guns. The battleship 
Alexander III. baa already ba^n com- 
missioned and the battleship Borodino 
is receiving her main battery. The 
Souvaroft is the only battleship under 
construction to be assigned to the far 
east and she was promised for deliv- 
ery last month. Batteriea are being 
Installed on the protected 'cruisers 
Jemtchug and Izumrud. 

Despite this progress. Vice Adm. 
Rejestvensky said to a press repre 
sentative that there would be no hurry 
'for the voyage to the far east and that 
he does not expect now to arrive In 
the Pacific before September neict at 
the earliest. 

The following dispatch from MaJ. 
Gen. Pflug, dated May 15, has been re- 
ceived at the war ministry: 

"According to information reealvad 
up to May 16, tha enemy's advance 
from Peng Wang Ctieng towards Llao 
Yang is characterized by indecision. 
It is to be supposed that the objective 
of the principal Japanese forces is a 
point beyond Hal Cheng or Haltjoou 
(Xal Chau?).

Defore he could reach the rostrum 
ho was seized by several of the ushers 
and rushed through a side door into 
the street. After being pushed through 
the door, the man ran off and disap- 
peared. The uahara threw him out ao 
qujckly that it was not learned wheth- 
er or not the man was armed.

The c a.se was that of Alline A. Dixon 
against the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Co. for damagea for the death of her 
husband, C. A. Dixon, a fireman on tha 
road, killed in a collision cauaed by 
the negligence of a telegraph operator.

Beilford, Tnd., May 17. — After a rest- 
less night spent in his cell in the Law- 
rence county jail, James McDonald, 
charged with the murder of Sarah 
Catherine Schafer, at Bedford, on the 
night of January 21. was placed on 
trial Monday. McDonald entered the 
crowded courtroom with A confidant 
air Monday morolng.

When the afternoon 
session of court was opened Judge 
Wilson ordered an additional venire of 
100 names and court was adjourned 
until Tuesday morning. 

The indications are that the Jury 
will not be completed before Tuesday 
night and some of the attorneys are of 
the opinion that the jhiry can not be 
completed before Thursday. 

While the Jury was being selected, 
MclK)nald laughed and gcisslptd mioil 
naturedly with his attorneys, appear- 
ing perfectly at ease. There were 11 
men In the Jury box when court ad- 
journed but it Is believed that most of 
them will be rejected. 

Detective Reed occ\ipled a Sfat near 
Prosecutor Miller.

Wallace and Edson, with Mr. Hub- 
bard's body In a coffin on a dog sled, 
left the Hudson Bay Co.'s trading post 
at Northwest river on .March a with a 
party of half-breeds and dogs convey- 
ing stores. They proceadad south 
along the Labrador coast traveling in 
the interior being impossible owing to 
lack of slu lter from the freiinont flereo 
snow storms. They journeyed through 
all the fishing harbors along the coast, 
finding ahelter with the settlers when 
possible and making from eight to ten 

miles daily. 

The imrty reached IJattIc harbor on 
the outer extremity of tlie Straits of 
Belle Isle Thursday last, after travel- 
ing for over two months and covering 
a distance of 485 miles. Ninety-four 
dogs were in commission during that 
period. 

At Hattlc Harbor is a niinrlon hospi- 
tal, where the party stopix d and win r.^ 
It waa learned that the sealing steam- 
er Aurora waa ta the vieinlty. They 
secured passage on the Aurora to this 
point, Capt. Abraham Keau going to 
Hattle Harbor for thi ni.

It 
did not need these statistics, obeervee 
an exchange, to conrinee the AmarieaD 
consnnierR (generally that the prioai of 
commodities are rieinK, while the wagea 
as well as the opportoaitiea of labor are 
declininf;. Taking; the average level of 
the prices of necessariea for the test, it is 
seen from the table of Oommieeioner 
Wright that living was dearer in 190:( 
than in any period of twelve months 
einie IsiK). Somewhat slowly ths level 
fell from 1890 to 1890. Then under the 
operation of the Dingley tarilTaot, it be- 
gan to rise steaiiily in 1"^''7, and during 
the succeeding years the industry of the 
trait promotera attained a aiartling de- 
velopment. 

Foremost among the trusts which con- 
tend that their monopolistic methods 
have cheapened their products to con- 
sumers is tlie Standard Oil Company, 
yet the price of oil advanced not far from 
100 per cent, from 1803 to IttO.;. The 
Standard is in the erjoyment of a pro- 
tective duty cf about 35 per cent, against 
ita only aerioaa rival— BuMia. But al- 
though it is alleged that the beneficiaries 
(if tlii." gigantic monopoly are not ( on- 
cerned about a duty that enables them 
more effectnally to control the home 
market and despoil American consumers, 
they have enough iutlueuce with the Re- 
publican majority in Congress to prevent 
any revision of the tariff looking to its re- 
peal. The other trusts that are behind the 
tariff wall operate in the aame way in 
maintaining the cost of living. 

While prices of necessariea are rising 
under trust manipulation, the earnings 
of labor in many branchea of induatry 
are declining. Thus aimultaneona riaing 
in cost of living aiiil reductions of earn- 
ings are making the situation doubly op- 
pressive to wage eamera. In vain the 
high priests and votaries of the tariff idol 
invoke it to coniiuue the reign cl pros- 
perity, which they have luperatitiously 
attributed to its beneficent power. 

Ah long, however, as the people vote 
for Republican rule, they haven't any 
right to kick against such a state of 
affairs as that set forth by Mr. Wright.

If I had a life to live over 
I ahonld devote five years^to learning a 
trade first. I would go into a shop with- 
out giving; any one a hint as to my inten- 
tion! later, and would take what came, 
keeping an open eye and receptive mind 
for all within my li.-M of vision. After 
suck an experience I would go to a scien- 
tific school (if not ontlawad by an age 
limit ) and absorV) knowledi;e a."? a sponge 
does water. Aa one benelit from this 
course, I would have a sound mind in a 
sound body, enabling me to study hard 
attd to appreciate more readily the teach- 
inp of adeoce. I could see exactly where 
it agreed or conflicted with practice."
